HITLER PLEDGES AID TO ITALY IN CASE OF WAR 


San Quentin, Calif., Feb. 2 (ZP) 
—San Quentin prison, largest in 
the country was a powder keg to­ 
day as thousands of ravenous 
convicts sat idle in their cells, 
growling complaints about the 
food they refused to eat. 
Several days ago mumbled cri­ 
ticism about too much “corned 
Willie”—and corned beef hash— 
on the prison menu grew into 
talk of a revolt. Yesterday the 
hunger strike quickly spread in 
the overcrowded prison from a 
few hundred men in the jute 
mill to nearly 4,000 of the pris­ 
on’s 5,300 inmates. 
Warden Court Smith decided 
to take no chances on permitting 
massed demonstrations today by 
the sullen convicts. He an­ 
nounced no one would be permit­ 
ted to leave his cell unless he 
first agreed to eat his meals as 
usual. 
The warden stayed in the big 
prison yard more than two hours 
yesterday, talking to groups of 
men and urging all who refused 
their noon meal to go back and 
eat it. The food was left on the 
tables, and the dining room open. 
Some of the convicts went back 
to work without eating; some re­ 
maining idle, and no attempt 
was made to force them to their 
tasks. 
Smith said the regular “hash 
Wednesday” menu was changed 
yesterday because of the many 
complaints which had reached 
his ears, and the meal the men 
refused to eat was spaghetti and 
meat-loaf, pickles, white bread, 
brown beans and tea.

( From Page One J 
major dimensions must be deter­ 
mined by the American people 
and the congress, not by the 
President alone,” he said. 
The speaker dismissed the 
danger of military attack upon 
the United States by European 
and Asiatic dictatorships. 
Mr. Hoover said the American 
people thus far have limited 
their approval of foreign poli­ 
cies to non-intervention in the 
affairs of other nations, arma­ 
ment for defense only of the 
western hemisphere, protection 
“by force if necessary” of the 
lives of Americans who are of 
necessity abroad, international 
co-operation to promote peace 
and prosperity, and prohibition 
of the sale of arms to nations 
at war. 
“Mr. Roosevelt now proposes 
to expand these policies,” he 
said. “The sum of his proposal

against sister nations. He says 
we must use methods stronger 
than words and short of war. He 
asks for armament to back his 
extensions.” 
The speaker termed this a mo­ 
mentous change in American 
policies of peace and war and 
asserted the European democra­ 
cies,” have accepted it as a com­ 
plete change of national policy 
by the United States.”

Shanghai, Feb. 2 (ZP)—Japan­ 
ese warned foreign consuls today 
they planned immediate offen­ 
sive against Lushan mountain 
and advised that the estimated 
G5 foreigners there be evacuated 
before February IO. 
The foreigners, including more 
lhan a dozen Americans, are at 
Ruling, Chinese summer resort 
en top of the mountain, which is 
14 miles south of Kiukiang, 
Yangtze river port below Han­ 
kow. 
The Japanese offered to aid in 
the evacuation and warned that 
the foreigners who remained 
would do so at “their own ri .k 
since the Japanese cannot be re­ 
sponsible for damages or injur­ 
ies.” 
The Japanese spokesman esti­ 
mated the foreigners at Kuling 
included 37 British, 12 Ameri­ 
cans, nine Germans and seven of 
other nationalities. Associated 
Press files in Shanghai list names 
and addresses of 18 Americans 
believed to be in Kuling. 
The note to foreign consuls 
stipulated the evacuation must 
take place in daylight and in one 
group, which must carry their 
national flags. It left the foreign­ 
ers to make their own arrange­ 
ments with the 4,000 or 5,000 Chi­ 
nese guerrillas entrenched on the 
mountain. 
The guerrillas previously had 
held up the evacuation of a num­ 
ber of foreigners from Kuling 
pending negotiations with the 
government at Chungking. 
The Japanese spokesman as­ 
serted the Japanese could give no 
promises of safety in the event 
any refused to leave and no spe­ 
cific promise they would be per­ 
mitted to return when peace and 
order are restored. 
Japanese forces already encir­ 
cled Lushan with outposts ap­ 
proximately halfway 
up the 
mountainside. 
The spokesman asserted he

erty for barracks and hinted Ja ­ 


panese planes were planning to 
bomb the Chinese.

o n his o v erhead irrigatio n sy stem he was able to entirely prev ent fro st 
damage—pro bably because o f the fine mist in the air. 


Fo wl Paraly sis 
Mo re than 6 0% o f the deaths in lay ing flo cks co mes fro m fo wl paraly ­ 
sis, acco rding to Co nnecticut Ex periment Statio n. No r is the tro uble co n­ 
fined to this co ntinent, since it is so serio us in England that that co untry 
is establishing a special ex periment statio n fo r the study o f po ultry 
mo rtality . No o ne has disco v ered the cause o f the disease, but certain indi­ 
v iduals seem to po ssess co nsiderable immunity and the present reco m­ 
mendatio ns are to breed fro m aged hens that are paraly sis-free and 
gro w y o ur o wn replacement pullets. 


Catalo g o f New Fru its 
The Genev a, New Yo rk, Ex periment Statio n pro bably pro duces as 
many v aluable new fruits as all the rest o f the co untry put to gether. After 
these new fruits are tho ro ughly tested and appro v ed, they are o ffered fo r 
sale thro ugh the N. Y. State Fruit Testing Asso ciatio n o f Genev a. This 
asso ciatio n has just issued a catalo g listing 13 8 new v arieties o f apples, 
crab apples, cherries, nectarines, peaches, aprico ts, pears, plums, grapes, 
elderberries, go o seberries, raspberries, and strawberries. Co pies o f the 
catalo g are av ailable o n request to either the Asso ciatio n o r the Ex peri­ 
ment Statio n. 


Distillery Slo p fo r Ho g s 
Feeding tests at Kentucky Ex periment Statio n indicate that distillery 
slo p—either fed alo ne o r supplemented by co m—is no t a satisfacto ry 
fattening ratio n fo r ho gs. Ho gs fed as high as fo ur gallo ns o f thin slo p 
per day To st weight fo r the first fiv e weeks. A seco nd lo t, fed settled slo p 
alo ne, lo st fo r fiv e weeks and then started to gain abo ut 
Vs po und daily . 
Ho gs fed settled slo p plus co m gained fo r fiv e weeks and then went o ff 
feed. But when the slo p was settled and a third o f the liquid remo v ed— 
and co m was added at the rate o f 5 0 lbs. to the barrel o f settled slo p, plus 
5 lbs. o f tankage—gains were no rmal. 


Strip p in g After Machin e Milkin g 
Fo r many y ears we were taught that if we did no t strip o ur co ws 
after the milking machine they wo uld dry up to o early . But careful tests 
at Io wa Ex periment Statio n indicate that this is ano ther superstitio n. In 
their inv estigatio ns they fo und that when co ws were no t stripped there 
was a lo ss o f less than 3 % o f the milk and fat—and failure to strip did 
no t sho rten the lactatio n perio d. But if the milker is no t pressed fo r time 
they reco mmend stripping simply to tie mice that so me o f the co ws are no t 
partially milked. 


New Metho d o f Preserv in g Fen ce Po sts 
The Co nnecticut Ex periment Statio n has tested and appro v ed a new 
metho d o f preserv ing fence po sts by the use o f a zinc chlo ride and water 
so lutio n. The po sts are treated immediately after cutting 
a sectio n o f o ld inner tube to the butt o f the po st—po uring 
into the tube and leav ing it until the wo o d has abso rbed the chemical— 


by attaching 
the so lutio n 


and then seaso ning fo r a few weeks. Treatment is ex pected to add at 
least ten y ears to the life o f a nativ e po st—it is no t necessary to peel the 
po sts—and the who le sto ry cap he secured by writing to the abo v e statio n 
at New Hav en, Co nnecticut, and asking fo r Circular 123 .

A co uple o f y ears ago J o hn Bachman o f No rthampto n Co unty , Penn- 
sy lv ania, grew nearly 6 22 bushels o f po tato es o n a measured acre o f land. 
He” plo wed under a seeding o f alfalfa and clo v er in the fall. During the 
winter he spread 25 to ns o f manure and plo wed again in the spring. Then 
he harro wed in 1,100 lbs. o f 3 -10-6 fertilizer. At planting time he applied 
an equal amo unt in the ro w. Thirty -two bushels o f certified Michigan 
Russets were used fo r seed—planted nine inches apart in 3 0-inch ro ws. 
A week after planting the field was harro wed to kill small weeds. During 
the gro wing seaso n the weeder was used fiv e times and the ro w culti­ 
v ato r fo ur times.

The in k was scarcely dry u p o n 
the p ap er bu t the Lo mbards 
hailed the so n g with jo y an d aft­ 
er try in g it o v er acco u p le o f 
times hasten ed to the Co u rt 
Ho u se step s where already tho u ­ 
san ds had g athered to hear the 
Presiden t’s p ro clamatio n . By the 
time they had fin ished sin g in g 
the seco n d v erse the au dien ce 
was sin g in g the cho ru s 
with 
them, an d the so n g sp read like 
wild fire thro u g h the camp s an d 
battlefields. It was the sin g in g o f 
this so n g by the Un io n tro o p s at 
the Battle o f the Wildern ess 
which led the Co n federate army
